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SIX CONFERENCES 
ON THE CAMPUS 


Bethany will be host during the sum- 
mer months to six young people’s con- 
ference groups besides the annual Minis- 
terial Retreat. The young people’s groups 
of the Disciples that will meet again this 


year are: the W. Va. Young People’s 
Conference; the Western Penna. Older 
Young People’s Conference; Western 


Penna. High School seniors; the Western 
Penna. Adult Conference; the W. Va. 
Presbyterian Young People’s Conference, 
and the Jefferson County (Ohio) Presby- 
terian Young People’s Conference. 

These groups will find all the facilities 
of the college available and they will en- 
jOy summer study in the class rooms of 
the college at a time of the year when 
Bethany is most beautiful. An added 
feature this year is the furnishing by the 
college of a recreational director. 

Here-for-the-first time is the Jefferson 
County Presbyterian Conference. This 
group of approximately 150 young 
people will begin its conference with din- 
ner on June 10th, the day following the 
regular college commencement, and will 
close with luncheon on June 13th. Rev. 
Roy B. Connor, Jr., Presbyterian minister 
of Brilliant, Ohio, will be in charge of 
this program. 

Leader of the next conference, which 
opens June 22nd and closes June 29th, 
is Rev. R. E. Valentine, State Secretary 
for W. Va. Disciples young peoples group. 

Rev. Charles S. Van Winkle, Director 
of Religious Education, has planned and 
will direct the W. Penna. Disciples Con- 
ferences. The older young people Dis- 
ciples conference opens on June 30th and 
closes June 6th. The high school Dis- 
ciple group will meet from July 6 to July 
12. The adult Disciples will hold the 
last week of Western Penna. conferences 
with their meeting July 14 to 19. The 
greatly increased interest in the adult 
conferences indicates a large attendance 
for this session. 

Rev. James N. Chestnut of Fairmont, 
W. Va., is in charge of the W. Va. Pres- 
byterian conferences which will be on the 
campus from July 20 to July27. A large 
group of at least 225 conferees is expect- 
ed for this conference. The conferences 
will bring over 800 people to the Bethany 
campus, making this summer at the col- 
lege one of the fullest and busiest of the 
past several years. The college is pleased 
to welcome the new groups to the campus 
and is glad to have with it once again 
the annual conferences of the W. Va. 
Presbyterians and the several groups of 
the Disciples of Christ.

Available to the scouts is the college 
indoor swimming pool, the most sanitary 
and healthful place to swim in this dis- 
trict. Featured will be a full Scouting 
program under good leadership, and a 
recreational program designed to give 
each scout a full measure of fun. 

BETHANY MEMORIAL CHURCH 

The Bethany Memorial Church is at 
present undergoing extensive repairs re- 
modeling, and a complete redecoration 
program. According to Rev. Dwight E. 
Stevenson, pastor, expenditures will 
approximate $4,000. 

The bible school classrooms have been 


redesigned and one of the rooms has 
been made a prayer chapel. The only 
living grand-daughters of Alexander 
Campbell, Miss Jeanette O. Campbell 


and Miss Alice R. Campbell, have do- 
nated funds for the establishment of this 
chapel, called the William Pendleton 
Campbell Memorial Prayer Chapel. 

Plans for the remodeling of the Church 
have been made by A. F. Wickes, Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, advisory architect of the 
Disciples of Christ. These plans will 
reach completion by Baccalaureate Sun- 
day, and they will transform the front 
interior of the church, making a chancel 
and placing the communion table before 
a rose window. 

Rev. Dwight Stevenson, instructor in 
philosophy at Bethany as well as being 
pastor of the local church, is the pro- 
motion manager of the Ministerial Re- 
treat this year.

CTA INAUGURATES 
WORKSHOP PLAN 


The West Virginia State Classroom 
Teachers association this year inaugur- 
ates at Bethany a workshop program 
under the direction of the Executive Sec- 
retary of the association, Clyde B. Coch- 
ran. The workshop will be held from 
July 28 to August 9. 

The interesting program has been 
carefully planned to give the members 
of the association an opportunity to ex- 
plore some new field for relaxation, or 
to exploit certain hobbies the members 
may have. Using the natural facilities 
and the equipment of Bethany, the work- 
shop program is intended to give two full 
weeks of group activities under capable 
leadership, variaus kinds of recreation, 
opportunity for pure loafing, and a stim- 
ulation into new fields of self-expression 
and understanding. 


Nine group activities have been select- 
ed. The development of each will depend 
upon the interest of those who join the 
group at the workshop. These groups 
are handicrafts, music, the world today, 
physical education, guidance, adventures 
in nature, current literature, art, and 
dramtics. Five tours are planned in addi- 
tion to the regular workshops and these 
will include Oglebay park, the pottery 
centers, a trip to glass and steel mills, a 
moonlight ride on the Ohio, a full day 
in Pittsburgh. 


The workshop membership has been 
limited to two hundred persons. The 
registration fee will be $23 and will in- 
clude meals, lodging, and the facilities 
of the college for workshops, library, and 
recreation.

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Miss Anna Mary Kemp, Libarian 


Miss Anna Mary Kemp, 
Librarian of the college for 
the past 18 years, died 
Thursday morning, March 6, 
while a patient in the Ohio 
Valley General hospital in 
Wheeling. For more than 
two years she had battled 
with the progressive stages 
of a fatal illness. She was 
born on December 26, 1881, 
a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. O. Kemp, in Crawford 
County, lowa, where she was 
reared. 


In June of 1905 Miss 
Kemp received the B. M. de- 
gree from Bethany College 
and. the. following year she 
received an A. B. degree. 
In 1907 she received the M. 
Mus. degree. She studied 
library science in the Chautauqua Sum- 
mer School for Librarians and at Colum- 
bia University. For several years she 
served as a high school teacher and later 
as librarian of the Public Library in 
Mansfield, Ohio. In September, 1922, 
she accepted the call of the college to 
the position in which she served until 
her death. 


While a student in the college she be- 
came one of the founders of the local 
chapter of the Alpha Xi Delta sorority. 

She was a member of the Bethany 
Memorial Church, attending its services 
regularly and serving in many capacities, 
often times as organist. 

During her long tenure in the college 
library, she served with great devotion 
to her responsibilities. Under her direc- 
tion the library resources, equipment, 
and services were greatly expanded. 
After every official inspection made by 
an educational authority, there was favor- 
able comment as to the operation of the 
library and the sound leadership that she 
gave.

The ser- 
vice recalled to the minds of Bethanians 


the p!ace he had made for himself here. 


Young, bouyant, and with a cheerful 
outlook on a friendly world, Clarence was 
a part of Bethany living. 

The solemn service was arranged and 
conducted by representatives of both the 
student body and faculty. These repre- 
sentatives created a service that was in 
memory of two students who had found 
a full measure of happiness at Bethany.

THE NEW BETHANY HOUSE 


Ground was broken on March 31 for 
the commons and as the Bulletin goes to 
press, the foundation of the New Bethany 
House has been laid and the walls are 
beginning to rise. The new building, 
which will eventually be a three story 
brick and stone building, will have the 
first floor completed in time to provide an 
eating hall for freshmen men next year. 

The plans, designed by the Thayer 
Company, architects of the college, call 
for Gothic architecture in keeping with 
the other buildings on the campus. The 
first floor of the building will house the 
dining hall with a seating capacity of 
approximately 200, a large recreation 
room, and a kitchen. The building will 
be one of the student centers of the 
college, situated across from the Cochran 
Hall by the lower main gates.
